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THE MOCK PARLIAMENT 



The session of tlic IMock Parliament held last night, while nu- 
i^tnerically inferior to its predecessor of a few months ago, was from 
*flj^point of view of interest evinced in the proceedings by those at- 
^i^ding, as well as from that of opportunity of serious consideration 
' /^ditt a subject admitting of humourous treatment, certainly the 
equivalent of that w'hich has gone before. Some quite commendable 
eflforts. were made in the way of public speaking and many were 
ofFcred, and accepted the- privilege of expressing their views upon 
the floor of the Mouse ; and after all this should be the main purpose 
of such a gathering. Encouragement of those who arc inclined to 
epeak s'hould be the aim and achievement of any such assemblage 
at college. It is worthy of notice that the trend of the programme, 
while in the beginning decidedly of a farcical nature, remained so 
only for a limited period and the speeches, after the first half-hour, 
became 'definitely more sober; the introduction served its end in 
creating an atmosphere of concern amongst the crowd. 



STUDENTS OF McGILL 



This Pink Issue is produced by "the women students of McGill". 
That is an expression to which we are now becoming accustotnedt 
fh it has but recently come into use. 

In the early days of our tlniversity women were as strictly ex- 
cluded from it as from all institutions of learning at the time. Dur- 
ing the principalship of Sir William Dawson women were first given 
imission to courses of lectures on academic subjects; and later 
lowed to take courses leading to a B.A. degree. This was through 
ijthe benevolence of Lord Stirathcona, who founded the Donalda Set- 
tlement in 1887. The "Donaldas", as the women students were then 
called, were to pass the same examinations and gain the same B.A. 
degree as men, but they were to be "a separate college of McGill 
University", in a separate building and "taking a distinct course in 
the Faculty of Arts"; This meant that all Jectures were repeated, 
biscause women were not allowed to attend lectures with men. So- 
>cia1 events were very infrequent and painfully "like a Quaker meet- 
ing". The Donaldas were looked upon by the men as freaks. 

Later, the name "Donalda" gradually fell into disuse, and the 
"students of the Royal Victoria College" gradually 'became larger in 
number and broader in outlook. Occasionally they were invited to 
a' $unday Sing, or a Skating or Snowshoe Party or a Dance. And 
; the members of the upper years were allowed to attend lectures with 
the tnen of .A^rts. _

in condition, for which they were largely thcriisclvcs to blame, but 
/which Svas only, after all, a natural stage in their development.' The 
courtesy of the men continued and increased and allowed the R.V.C. 
to grow beyond their former narrow confines and begin to'send in 
■news to the "Daily" offices, lliough the write-ups broke all the rules 
. iof journalism and had to be corrected and given headlines by the 
;«nen. Thanks to the help of the "Daily" editors and the addresses 
i;0£;néwspapermen which were thrown open to women interested in 
newspaper work, contributions from the women are now usually 
ready to go to press when they leave the R.V.C, and a happy spirit 
'^f co-operation prevails.

A talk on Hinduism was gi\'en by 
Mr. Nandahl, in which he outlined the 
^|nain features of Hindu philosophy from 
early times. The Hindus, said Mr. 
K*ndahl, are by nature interested in 
philosophical speculations, and these spec- 
ulations date back to cetituries before 
^the Christian, Jewish and Egyptian eras. 

The philosophical teachings of the 
.Hindus arc handed down not by books, 
but by tradition and •\\'ord of tnovfth. 
' The doctrine of evolution and other 
philosophical doctrines were known to 
the Hindus before the so-called civilised 
nations took up the study of phtlosophy 

»t all- . . : • ' ' 

To properly understand Hindu philo- 
sophy and religion, one must be in sym- 
pathy wtih it. The difference which 
must be owrcome by an outsider is that 
fundamental difference of tlie western 
and Oriental mtnd, nameb' that the \\xst- 
erncr wisMes to publish what he has 
thought! while the Oriental do« not 
I wish, to publish this unless he nn put 
H into practice. 

Buddha, the founder of Hindu reli- 
gion, is looked upon as a great leader, 
occupying a somewhat similar positicat 
in the Hindu religion to that which 
Christ occupies in the Christian rcligon. 
Buddha, the son of a king, was early 
interested m religious questions. Fin 
ally, after much speculation, Buddha 
came to the conclusion that, if ignor- 
ance and desire were excluded from the 
M-orld, all good would come to pass, 
namely, Nirvana or heaven on earth 
According to certain traditions the Hin- 
dus originally lived in crtremc north and 
Ihilh from whence they came to the 
)|un3 of India by sonie sort of earthly, 
. iBtivolutiori . Sages or wise men â'ppcàf- 
|d who taught since all else in the work!

Yesterday aftcvnoon, in the Convoca- 
tion Hall of Uie R.V.C., the first of a ser- 
ies of extension lectures hi history was 
given. Sir .\rthur Currie, in the ab 
sencc of the Chancellor, took the chair, 
and introduced the speaker of the af 
ternoon— ProÉessor Basil Williams, tlv 
head of the .Dept.. of History, whose 
subject was "W.hat Canada Owes to 
Greece and Rome." 

In opening his address Prof, \yillianis 
stated that the desire for knowledge is 
one of all mankind— an insistant ques- 
tion, and the real object of education, 
despite the fact that many regard it mere- 
ly as a means of earning a livelihood^ 
and of making money. 

He said that the knowledge of Greek 
and Latin History is wortlilcss unless it 
can give us a better idea of mankind, 
and how to solve life's problems ; for in- 
stance, no modern literature can be com- 
pared to the, Latin and Gr(;ck litrature in. 
its beauty and lucidity ^ Knowledge of 
this ancient history is indeed, an intro- 
duction to life. 

From Rçmc and its growth, in spite of 
differences, we can learn a grrcat deal 'in 
politics— though they were not troubled 
by llie Representative Systems of Mod- 
ern days. Their social problems were 
comparatively simple, aitd were worked 
out to a definite conclusion, which we 
can see, as though we were spectators at 
a play— and also we can estimate the 
characters of men. For instance, from 
Ileroditus we learn of man behind his 
words,, and the weakness of the state, 
and tliereforc iiiay, be ibctter. able., to 
realize our. own. 

From the relations existmg between" 
the different Greek states wc can find out 
how wars arise and how to iJresent 
them. The Greeks and Romans have 
produced many great men— Heroditus, 
PItttarcli, Cato — and these and many 
others have inspired the, noblest of our 
race. 

Not only in memoirs and histories has 
the true spirit of the age been apparent, 
but diso in minor dramatists whose plays 
have illuminated the histoid of the day. 
Pride and joy in their race is observed in 
Vergil and Cicero, but soon a spirit of 
decadence is observed when Horace 
tells of the glories of the past. 

Prof. Williams then brought out tlie 
more solemn note of- the. Doctrine • of 
Retribution— a version .. of the modern 
saying— "pride comes before a fall" — 
the historians took on a note of im 
pending doom, which was illustrated by 
the fall of Athens. This theory seems 
to be confirmed by fa4s. throughout all 
known history. Greece and -Rome have 
laid the foundations of all modem ac- 
tivities — our sciences, biology and 
theology, and the greatest service that 
their literature can gi^-c us lies in the 
interpretation' of common humanity, for 
it strengthens and broadens our'sympa 
Ihics and-its teSons'.can be applied to any 
age. • ■

A wreath may have beai noticed late- 
ly upon the statue of Queen Victoria, so 
familiar to all McGill students.

.•',cs qrc usnal'i' les expensive than 
large; 'they ga^-c the benefits of a uni 
vcrsity education to many who could not 
afford to study at the larger colleges. 
. Miss Russel, tlte first speaker for the 
negative, showed the advantage' which 
tlte larger financial resources oL big 
imiversilies gave them.
